Jumps Rails Just Bast of Town— Coal Cara Piled in Ditch agd Grain 
“+ Cara off the Rails —Nobody Injared 


Twelve or thirteen cars of a C.P. 
R. freight train Jumped the track 
about a mile and a half east of Bas- 


sano ju the early hours of Thursday 
morning, Feb, 17. Nobody was in- 
jured in the accident. 

Some of the cars were toaded with 
coal which was spilled out on the 
ground .and is now ‘being hauled by 
team to Bassano ana retoaded. 

The westbound No. 1 and east- 
bound No, 2 passenger trains were 
held up for several hours while the 
wreeking crews, working in 30: below 
zero weather, cleared the track. 
The two passenger trains got going 
again about 8.30 Thursday morning. 

The accident happened a short 
time before the westbound passenger 
No. 1 was due to pass over thé spot 
where the wreck occurred, and it 
was fortunate that the freight and 


/not the passenger was wrecked. 


A split rail, it is believed, was the 
cause of the accident.

HIGH YIELDS OF 1926' ON 
ALFALFA BOD SHOULD BE 
AN OBJECT LESSON 
(from The Irrigation Bulletin) 
There were without doubt some of 
the highest yields of both wheat and 
barley made on Individual farms of 
the Kastern Section during the sea- 
son of 1926 of any year alnce these 
farms first cropped. These 
yields in practically all cases were 
produced on land that had previously 
been In alfalfa for a number of years. 
Yields of from 45 to 60 bushels of 
Wheat per acre were produced, and 
up to 80 bushels of barley per acre. 
The above yields must be gratifying 
to those who predaced them, and 
alsu to others who might have hud 
some doubts as to the productivity 
of the farms in the Eastern Section. 
The membery of the Irrigation 
Brauch have persistently advocuted Uo 
planting of more and more alfalfa. 
It has been realized both by thetn 
and others from experlence and ob- 
sorvution in other irrigated districts 
that alfalfa ix the backbone or foun- 
dation of any permanent successful 
agriculture. During the past elght 
years the Irrigation Investigation 
Branch has sold and dfstributed 
from the Demonstration Farm seed 
house a tota] of more then 220,000 
Ibs. of alfalfa seed. The major 
portion of this seed has been planted 
on the farms of the Eastern Sec- 
tion. In addition to this amount. of 
aced there has also been broughy into 
the district seed from outside sources 
and a consklerable umount cf seed hus 
been planted by men who producet 
it on their There ip 
oday a very 
of alfalfa oon the 
tion, yet this is not. 43 well dis 
tributed as tt wight be. There are 
yet too many farms ¢hat have oo 
alfulfa or only a very smal] acreage. 
It is belleved that with the bigh 
yieldg reported tn 1926 from alfalfa 
sod that a greater {mpetus will be 
given to new planting. There was 
never a time when the need for more 
alfalfa was more apparent than ut 
prevent. Aside from the Increasod 
ylelds alfalfa sod wiN produce, the 
alfalfa is needed to bold fn check the 
large number of weeds that uiv 
yearly growlng worse where no al- 
tempt ut crop rotation fs belpg prac- 
ticed. Jt is belfleved thut as more 
alfalfa is broken up euch year aud 
Planted to grain, that the greater 
yields per ucré which will be ob- 
talned will be such couvincing proot 
of the udvisebility of planting graits 
on nothing but alfalfa or clover sod
